Secretary 
Warren VanDvke announced today. 
Signs limiting the weight of ve­ 
hicles are being placed on this mile­ 
age which, although still intact, may 
be

damaged 
unless 
heavy traffic is diverted while frost j 
is coming out of the ground. 
De­ 
partment experts point out that a 
single truck of unusual weight would 
be sufficient to seriously damage a j 
.subgrade during the thaw. 
Rigors of the winter have caused j 
much damage to highways—so mucn | 
in fact that no accurate estimate; 
can be made until the thaw is com­ 
pleted. However, a casual inspection j 
has shown much ‘‘heaving ’. These j 
repairs alone will represent a more I 
than average outlay, and thus every, 
effort is being made to save still 
other roads which might be imperil- ; 
rd by excessive weights. 
One hundred and eighty-three sec­ 
tions of highway are included in the , 
700 miles to be posted. 
Some re­ 
strictions will be necessary in almost ] 
every county. 
Detours will be pro- j 
vided for heavy traffic, and in no 
case will the limitation be in force 
more than 90 days.
